but her verse has a quiet, firm, pure fini 
that admits remarkable fidelity to the 
Latin originals. | , 
When the Roman Empire fell, and its 
glories were packed away 
barbarians and by ascetic Churchmen, who 
dreaded the pagan associations of the. 
classics, a dark period succeeded; but the 
innate vigour of the Latin tongue 
triumphed in time. '' And not only pagan 
literature, ' says one orthodox se se of 
the hostile period, “ but the whole sensible 
appearance Of things (omnes rerum tem- 
poraliwm spectés) is the lotus flower; só 
men forget their own land, which is God, 
the country of us all.” Gregory the 
Great reproved even the study of Latin 
grammar for the purposes of literature. 
“Dye your wool once purple, and what 
water will cleanse it of that stain!” The 
romaritic quality in Latin, however, 
“captured the imagination of the Middle 
Ages, as well as of the Elizabethans.’’ It 
is not true that the Renaissance began 
at the end of the medieval period; it was 
in process almost from the days when 
the old order ended. . It has been said 
that classical Latin poster died of the 
Virgilian perfection; but Miss Waddell’s 
book serves to prove that the spirit of 
poetry never left the Latin tongue. Even 
in the darkest days, startling phrases, 
lovely verses, continued to be made, and 
though the tongue was deébased it yet 
flowered in a splendid literature for an 
age in the interva] bétween the passing 
of the Empire and the uprise of the 
modern nations and the modern tongues. 


* * * + * 


In spite of Gregory, and of othér 
austere souls, the Church was the pre- 
server of the classics, and by their aid 
taught the barbarian peoples letters. 
“The Church taught the good monsters 
language, and their profit on’t was they 
knew how to swear and also to write 
verses,” In the seventh century, when the 
barbarians» were struggling towards the 
light, learning was low. The Mediter- 
ranean was a tideless sea, “ and when the 
old learning comes again, it is With the 
urge of the Atlantic behind it.” Those 
Atlantic tides beat in Ireland. Then it 
was that our little island was the home of 
letters. ‘‘ That fierce and restless quality 
which had made the pagan Irish the terror 
of Western Europe seems to have emptied 
itself into the love of learning and the 
love of God ;. and it is the peculiar distine- 
tion of Irish medigval scholarship and 
the salvation of literature in Europe that 
the one in no way conflicted with the 
other.” .Miss Waddell gives us the finest 
picture we have seen of Irish classical 
learning in the centuries before and 
after Charlemagne. 

How’ Ireland, her people stirred by that 
centrifugal force which in cycles succeeds 
the centripetal, carried their learning to 
Charlemagne and by him were made ih- 
structors of schools far and wide; how the 
Rule of Columbanus was absorbed the 
milder Rule of Benedict; how monks in 
Continental houses made their quaint 
marginal poems, and wished to see “‘ wolves 
and deer and wandering on the mountains 
and warriors of the Fianna”; how the 
Irish monks began the reclaiming of the 
Vosges, and how they battled with jealous 
souls like the Spanish Theodulfus—all 
this makes a fascinati and romantic 
tale. What, however, 1s new to mos: 
readers is the tracing of the Irish part in 


the boisterous secular.postry of the agp. 


Abbot Luan, of Clonfert, might tell his 
monks, “ where stability, there is reli- 
gion,” praising thus the Benedictine 
virtue of stabdilitas; but the Irish clefic 
was only too ready to take the road at the 
least excuse. Indeed, Dom Gougaud, in 
his “ Gaelic’ Pioneers,’’ already has told 
us how strenuously and how vainly high 
ecclesiastics strove to. keep their clérics 
anchored; but now Miss Waddell shows 
us Ireland swelling the ranks of the

of the oath by agreement with the British 
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Government. Captain Redmond, in an 
interview which we printed yesterday, 
indicates that he regards this proposal 
as sound, inasmuch as the modification of 
the oath will tend to promote™‘‘ a general 
national appeasement.’’ We are in utter 
disagreement with this point of view. In 
the first: place, Mr. de Valera has stated 
again and again that his aim is to abolish 
not only the oath, but the whole Free 
State Constitution. His present plan, 
therefore, must be regarded as the thin 
edge of the wedge with which he hopes to 
drive the Free State out of the British 
Empire. In the second place, even if the 
British Government should consent to a 
change in the wording of the oath—in our 
opinion, an almost impossible hypothesis— 
the effect of such a move would be 
disastrous to the relations between the 
Free State and Northern Ireland. 
Finally, acquiescence in Labour’s attempt 
to save Mr. “de Valera’s face by altering 
the oath, after he has taken it, would be 
an act of betrayal to President Cosgrave 
and his Ministers. They have borne the 
heat and burden of the day. They have 
risked their lives a hundred times in 
defence of the Treaty ; and the oath is the 
Treaty’s key-stone. The Irish people owe 
them a debt of gratitude, the full extent 
of which will not be realised in our 
generation. They have made many, and 
grave, mistakes; but their constructive 
record is magnificent. The least reward 
to which they are entitled now is the 
consolidation of their fine achievements ; 
and all patriotic Irishmen, to whatever 
party they may belong, must combine 
to defeat any plan that threatens to tinker 
with the charter|of the nation’s liberties. 


The Cost of Opera. 


We may expect soon hear something 
further from that provocative person, Sir 
Thomas Beecham, concerning his plan to 
make opera pay—or is it merely to make 
opera possible? Covent Garden ways have) 
stamped the repertory tradition on operatic 
enterprises. At Covent Garden, however, 
a special reason governs the practice. 
There, a variety of operas has to be pre- 
sented in order to please patrons who, 
following a fashion, rent boxes for the 
whole of the séason. There, also, operas 
are selected for the sake of fashionable 
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and the seashore; but thousands of them 
see yet less of: open nature than their 
kind in London. Comparatively little is 


done to help or to encourage the slum 


children of Dublin to visit sea or country. 
At all seasons of the year it is common, 
when walking through Dublin’s streets, 
to be accosted by ragged, barefoot children, 
who run beside the person whom they 
accost, whining half articulate appeals and 
extending emaciated hands. Sometimes 
their importunities extort pennies; some- 
times they are repulsed. Gratified or 
refused, what becomes of the wretched 
creatures? To what holes in the tene- 
ments do they go home long after dark, 
like brute animals? What future crop of 
human weeds is ensured by the indif- 
ference or the weariness that leaves these 
children to their own devices? | 


The American Student. « 


In the United States there are now no 
fewer than 800,000 students at work in 
the universities,- It is said that hosts 
of .the young men and women thus pur- 
suing scholarship come from homes where 
books are unknown, save in the form of 
mail order catalogues and the pamphlets 
of instructions which are given away with 
cheap motor cars. The New York 
Correspondent of the Manchester Guardian 
reports the results of an inquiry into the 
background of general culture possessed 
by students of the social sciences... A 
questionnaire was sent to a number of 
college-trained. men, including fourteen 
economic experts in departments of the 
Federal Government at Washington. The 
learned young men were asked to comment 
on a list ot 100 of the great figures of 
world history. Results showed that the 
best informed of all these experts liad 
heard of only 71 of the 100 figures in 
question, and one of them had heard of 
only 25. A man with a notable record sa 
an economist, and possessed of 
American college degrees, admicted 
ignorance of Aschylus, Bergson, Bra‘1:ns, 
Bach, Beethoven, Dante, Ibsen, Blasco 
Ibafiez, William James, Kant, Leonardo 
da Vinci, MacDowell, Molitre, Nietzsche, 
Rousseau, Sophocles, Tagore, Yeats, 
Rodin, Matisse, Joseph Conrad; and 
Amy Lowell. He never had read a page 
of Shakespeare, Milton, Scott, Wickens, 
Thackeray, Goethe, .Dumas, Cervantes, 
Stevenson, Irving or Poe. It is cvming 
to be realised that American universities 
hitherto have’ allowed their students te 
specialise too soon.

King” Strauss’s ‘‘ Die Fledermaus" and 
Offenbach’s ‘‘ The Tales of Hoffmann '— 
light operas, it is true, but not beneath 
esteem. ‘‘ The Tales of Hoffmann’’ till 
then was unknown,in England. That tour 
gave it a permanent place in popular 
affection. It is almost certain that a 
good production of “The Tales would 
fill a theatre in every large town for a 
whole week ; and, of course, a single opera, 
or a pair of such operas, could be pre- 
pared and sent round at an expense much 
below that of a repertory. “ Lilac Time,” 
which certainly is a lovable work, but not 
possessed of more attractive qualities than 
those which could be shown by many a 
classi¢ opera well produced and well 
 cast,’’? goes on its rounds year after year, 
and is profitable. Opera, to be possible on 
an artistic scale, must be made to pay. 
The repertory system involves huge ex- 
penses along with make-shift methods ot’ 
production. Expenditure should be con- 
centrated on superior production of one 
opera at a time. The single-opera 
system, as compared with repertory, would 
not be less favourable to the encourage- 
ment of new work.

OBITUARY. 
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LORD KILLANIN. 


The death is annou "ced, yesterday, at his 
house at Lee-on-Solent, of Lord Killanin of 
Spiddal, aged 60. Lord Killanin was the 
second to bear the title, his father being 
the welkknown Lord Chief Justice of Ireland, 
wko descended from a family long settled at 
Spiddal, in County Galway, and died in 1901, 
after being created a Baronet in 1889, Baron 
Morris (a life peerage) in 1889, and Baron 
Killanin in 1900. His mother was a daughter 
of Baron Hughes, of the Court of Exchequer, 
Ireland. Thus he was of distinguished legal 
descent on both sides. 

Martin Henry Fitzpatrick Morris, the 
eldest son of his father, was born on July 22, 
1867, and educated at Trinity College, 
Dublin, where he graduated and won the 
University Philosophical Society’s gold medal 
for an essay. ,He had many interests, legal, 
educational and artistic. Lord Killanim 
served on a good m-ny public bodies. He 
was a director of the Bank of Ireland, a 
Commissioner for National Education in Ire- 
le 1, and a Governor of University College, 
Galway, and he had been a Senator of the 
Royal University, a member of the Irish 
Agricultural Wages Board, and Chairman of 
the Viceregal Commission on Primary Educa- 
tion in Ireland, 1918-19. 

Lord Killanin was not married, and he is 
succeeded in the title by his nephew, Mr. 
Michael Morris,\who was born on July 430, 
1914, the son of Lord .Killanin’s brother, 
Lieutenant-Colone! George Henry Morris, of 
the Irish Guards, who was killed in action in

But, whatever 
view may be taken of the morality of their 
action—and Mr. de Valera’s reputation for 
political integrity had long remained his sole 
political asset—there can be no doubt of its 
immediate importance. The entry into the

the North. Irish Labour and Captain Red- 
mond's. Nationalists still prefer to. believe 
that a sop in the shape of a mitigation of 
the oath will quiet the Republicans, and are 
apparently to be rewarded with office for: 
their simple faith. Meanwhile, Mr. Cosgrave 
and the men who took their stand upon 
loyalty to the Treaty go into opposition. 

Such is the singular situation that confronts 
the bewildered citizens of the Free State: 
to-day. 

Confusing and unexpected, however, as is 
the sudden overturn of the party balance in 
the Irish Free State, it meed not be taken 
too tragically in this country. The Republi- 
cans have at last entered the constitutional 
arena, but they represent at most a third of 
the electorate. There is no evidence that 
either Labour or Captain Redmond’s group 
supports the alteration of the Anglo-Irish 
Treaty with any real conviction. There is 
abundant evidence that Mr. Cosgrave s party, 
with the Farmers’ Party and most of the 
Independents, desire its maintenance. The 
Republican entry into the Dail seems likely to 
lead before long to a fresh General Election, 
for all that Mr. Johnson, who is designed by 
the Republicans to lead a stop-gap Cabinet, 
proposes is to avoid any contentious legisla- 
tion. When that election comes, the one 
factor, short of general intimidation, that 
could cause any great increase in the Re- 
publican representation in the Dail will be 
absent. 

Before the Anglo-Irish Treaty was signed 
it might have been possible for a British 
Government to grant Sinn Fein full indepen- 
dence, with all its logical consequences, which 
no Irish Republican’ has ever yet faced. 
But the Treaty has been signed, it has 
slowly led toa marked improvement in 
Anglo-Irish relations, a majority of Irishmen 
have supported it, and Mr. Cosgrave and his 
party, in particular, have incurred grave per- 
sonal danger, and not a little political un- 
popularity, by their strict and honourable 
observance of its terms. It is inconceivable 
that any British Government would follow a 
course which. the Irish supporters of. the 
Treaty would rightly describe as a betrayal, 
and which would inflict a grave and a lasting 
injury to the national reputation for honour- 
able dealing, not only in the Irish Free 
State, but in Northern Ireland, and through- 
out the British Commonwealth of Nations.

MUST PLAY THE STATESMAN. 


The Westminster Gazette, in a leading 
article to-day, says:—Mr. de Valera and his 
party must now abandon the easy game of 
absenteeism and show what contribution they 
can make for their country’s good. .

STILL ON HUNGER- 
STRIKE. 


A S was announced in the late edition 

of the Jrish Times yesterday, the 
Governor of Massachusetts has granted & 
respite> of twelve days to .Sacco and 
Vanzetti, the Italian Comminists, who 
have been sentenced to death for. a crime 
that was committed nearly seven years 
ago . ! 

The order for the respite was issued 
a short time. before midnight, the hour 
fixed for the execution. The twelve days 
will give the Supreme Court of Massa- 
chusetts an opportunity of deciding points 
of law that have been raised by counsel 
for the defence. 

Celestino Madeiros, another condemned 
man, who alleges that he knows the per- 
petrators of the crime of which Sacco and 
Vanzetti have been convicted, has also 
been respited. 

The news that a respite had been 
granted caused’ great satisfaction to the 
thousands of synipathisers with Sacco and 
Vanzetti in Europe arid America. The 
arrangements that had been made for 
strikes as protests against the executions 
were cancelled. 

So far Mr. Ramsay Macdonald is the 
only British statesman who has ventured 
to express an opinion on the case. Last 
night he issued the following message : 
“Glad to hear of respite. All friends of 
America pray there will be no execu- 
tion.”

WHY THE RESPITE WAS

The belief that August 22nd would mark 
the close of. the Sacco and Vanzetti case 
was expressed to-day by Mr. Eugen Frazer, 
a member of the Governor’s Executive 
Council. 

He explained that .Governor Fuller’s 
recommendations for,.a respite were 
approved because “he felt that there was 
a moral barrier, ‘although ‘no legal one, 
to the executions, because of the motions 
pending in the courts,” and added: “I 
believe the Council would be inclined not 
to extend the respite again.” 

Judge Sanderson, of the Massachusetts 
Supreme Court, announces that he will 
allow exceptions to go before a full bench 
of that Court on his denial of the writ 
of error in the Sacco-Vanzetti case. 
During a two hours’ conference between 
the State AttorneyeGeneral and the lawyer 
for the defence, Mr. Hill, the bill of ex- 
ceptions was finally agreed upon. It was 
then submitted to. Judge Sanderson, who 
approved it. 

In signing the bill Judge Sanderson 
added the following note: “ These excep- 
tions I allow so far as I have power to 
do so.” 

It is understood that the full bench will 
consider not only the exceptions-to Judge 
Sanderson’s rulings, but those filed at 
Dedham against Judge Thayer’s rulings.

HUDSON BAY COMPANY’S 
APPEAL.

MILLIONS OF POUNDS AT 
STAKE. 


A case in which millions of pas are at 
stake will come before the British Privy 
Council in the autumn. It is an _applica- 
tion by the Hudson Bay Company, the oldest 
trading corporation in the world, for leave 
to appeal against a decision of the Supreme 
Court of the Dominion of Canada in an 
action between the company and the Cana- 
dian Government. 

The Hudson Bay Company for two cen- 
turies had owned vast tracts of territory in 
the far North, but on the formation of the 
Dominion in 1870 surrendered all that it had 
administered, save 7,000,000 acres. Much 
of the land retained by the company is very 
rich /in minerals. 

The Dominion Government’s contention is 
that the .company. in its deed of surrender, 
yielded up the franchises arid Crown preroga- 
tives which conferred ownership of the gold, 
silver, and other precious ores and metals 
found in the ground on the land in question. 

The company, however, holds that no such 
franchises and prerogatives were given up, 
so far as the 7,000, acres are concerned. 

The Canadian Courts have held in favour 
of the Government. 

It now remains to be seen whether the case 
can be argued before the Privy Council.

Through the —— of the. six-wheeled 
omnibus, the British Minister of Transport 
has found it necessary to prepare new re 
tions governing the construction of heavy 
motor cars, and these are outlined in the 
Heavy Motor Car (Amendment) Order, 1927, 
emis | last night as a White ae 
For the first time limits have been fixed for 
the overall length and the amount of over- 
— of all heavy cars, while the ¢urnin 
ircle and clearance of the underparts o 
vehicles used for public service have also 
been prescribed. Braking, too, has been 
‘dealt with, the requirements being more 

i t than they were. 

The Order makes more generous allowances 
than were recommended in 1925 by the 

rtmental Committee on the Regulation 
and Licensing of Public Service Vehicles. 

.The Committee advised that the averall 
length of heavy cars should be 26 feet, but 
the Order allows 27 feet 6 inches, and W feet 
in the case of six-wheelers, which also benefit 
i unladen weight allowance—l0 tons 
| instead of 74—and less rigid regulations in 
connection with the clearance of underparts. 
Against the turning circle with a radius of 
60 feet for ordinary heavy cars, the 6-wheeler is 
again favoured, having an additional six feet.

MATRON’S THREAT. 


WILL NOT ALLOW NURSES TO 
BE STARVED. 


Forwarding an extract from a communica- 
tion received from the matron of the Trained 
Nurses’ Home, 9 Blackhall street, Dublin, in 
connection with the ration allowances paid 
by the board to nurses attached to her staff 
and temporarily employed in Carrick-on- 
Shannon Fever Hospital, the Local Govern- 
ment Department, in a letter to the 
Leitrim County Board of Health, stated that 
it was of the opinion that nurses engaged 
in the care of patients of infectious and 
contagious diseases might be allowed a more 
liberal weekly sum for rations. 

The extract from the letter of the matron 
ran as follows:— 

“I have also received a complaint from 
c . of my nurses, who is taking care of 
typhoid patients. in  Carrick-on-Shannon 

ever Hospital. She is getting lls. 10d. per 
week to support herself with. I could not 
allow one of my staff to run the risk of get- 
ing fever, which she certainly will, by being 
underfed. I shall now withdraw her, and 
henceforth refuse to supply nurses to these 
institutions. The Secretary in Carrick-on- 
Shannon informed my nurse that I had 
already received a copy of a letter from the 
Local Government Department advising me 
o: the ‘cut’ in the ration allowance. did 
no‘ receive such a letter.” 

At a meeting of the beard the secretary 
said that the Department had given tem- 
porary sanction to payment of 15s., but 
subsequently reduced the scale. The Depart- 
ment had evidently since changed its mind. 

Mr. Mooney—Fifteen shillings is little 
enough. There are no philanthropists in 
Carrick-on-Shannon who would keep. her at 
less. In fact, she would not be kept for 15s. 

Mr. McGrath, Mr. Reynolds and other 
members considered 15s. a meagre allowance, 
and sanction is to be asked for payment at 
this rate to the nurse fror: Blackhall street 
temporarily employed at the Fever Hospital 
at Carrick-on-Shannon.

ILLUMINATING RESULT OF 
CINEMA VOTE.

Menjou; 3, Ivor Novello; 4, Harold Lloyd; 
5, Ramon Navarro; 6, Matheson Lang. 

Charlie Chaplin was twelfth on the list, and 
his brother, Syd, was above him. But 
Charlie won a consolation prize. Peers, 
M.P.’s, actors and actresses, ' we and the 
film trade, all placed him first. 

TYPES OF PICTURE PREFERRED. 

As to types of picture, male voters showed 
a slight preference for adventure films, placing 
society drama second, and comedy third. 
Women voters placed. society drama first, 
comedy second, and mystery third. Some 
male voters. wrote, “ Pictures contain too 
much love’’; others advised, ‘‘ Produce some 
funny stuff and cut out the vamps.”’
